Asthma-related problems 
take greater toll on women 


v Women with asthma are 
more likely than men to be 
bothered by breathing prob- 
lems and to use more health- 
care resources to treat their 
asthma, even though lung- 
function tests indicate their 
asthma is no worse`on average 
than men's, according to a new 

study published by the Amer- 
ican Lung Association. 

The study suggests that men 
and women responded differ- 
ently to their asthma, and that 
this may account for gender 
differences in asthma-hospital 


admissions and use of asthma’ 


medications, rather than a real 
difference in the disease 
between mien and women, said 

A ead researcher Molly Osborne, 
M.D., Ph.D. 

Almost half the women aged 
35-55 in the study reported 
daily asthma symptoms, com- 
pared with one-third of men in 
that age group. Women in this 
age group used more asthma 
medication and were more 

likely than men to have gone to 
the emergency room for their 
asthma, even though lung- 
function tests showed no gen- 
der differences. Women also 
reported a worse quality of life 


in areas such as physical func- 
tioning, social functioning, and 
bodily pain. 

One recent study found that 
women were more likely than 
men to improperly use 
metered-dose inhalers (MDIs), 
which deliver asthma medica- 
tion to the lungs. But, the new 
study found no such gender 
difference in the use of MDIs, 
according to Dr. Osborne, 
Associate Professor iri Pul- 
monary and Critical Care at 
Oregon Health Sciences 
University in Portland. 


"What we did find is that © 


women with asthma are much 
more likely than men to 
smoke, which is a potent asth- 
ma trigger," Dr, Osborne said. 
The study of 914 patients 
with asthma appears in the

should use devices called peak- 
flow meters to monitor their 
lung function so they can treat 
a drop in lung function, before 
it becomes so severe that it 
requires an emergency room 
visit. 

Women should consult with 
their doctor to ensure that they 
are using their asthma inhaler 
correctly, and to find out if 
there are ways they can reduce 
their exposure to allergens 
that can trigger asthma 
attacks. 

Finally, women with asthma 
Should work with their doctór 
to draw up an asthma action 
plan to deal with asthma 
symptoms early, before they 
escalate to a dangerous level; 
Dr. Osborne advises. 

An estimated 14.6 million 
Americans suffer from asthma. 
Asthma prevalence rates, 
which have, been on the rise in 
recent years, have been rising 
faster for women than for men.

Learning .tolive with Panic Disorder

Most of us can remember 
waking from a “bad dream” 
with our hearts beating rapid- 
ly, our palms sweating, our 
breaths ragged and gasping 
and an overwhelming sense of 
fear. It usually took just a sec- 

* ond or two, before we realized 
that what we had just had was 
indeed a dream... not anything 
real or existing. However, 
about one in 75 people have 
this sort of feeling, many times 
without any warning. They 
suffer from what is know as 
Panic Disorder. 

This serious condition usual- 
ly surfaces during the teen 
years or early.adulthood. While 
the exact causes are unclear, 
there does seem to, be à connec- 
tion with major life transitions 
that are poteritially stressful, 
like getting married, graduat- 
ing from college, etc. 

The hallmark of panic disor- 
der is the, panic attack itself. 
This is a sudden surge of over- 
whelming fear fhat comes 
without warning and without 
any obvious reason. The symp- 
toms can include a raging 
heartbeat, difficulty breathing, 
feeling as though you ‘can’t get 
enough air', terror that is 
almost paralyzing, dizziness, 
nausea, trembling, sweating, 
shaking, choking, chest pains, 
hot flashes or sudden chills,

*” At first your child doesn't 
feel well: "Kinda tired," is all 
he can tell you. When, you put 
him to bed you notice a couple 
of little bumps on his tummy, 
maybe mosquito bites, you 
think. The-next morning, there 
are dozens of little bumps, and 
some may even look like tiny 
)water blisters. Hello, chicken- 
pox. 

Chickenpox is a fairly harm- 
less malady that can strike 
adults as well as babies and 
children. For a week or so, the 
discomfort is almost continual. 
First there may be a mild 
fever, then blisters, itching and 
finally scabbing. In very rare 
cases, chickenpox can lead to 
more serious ailments. 

For parents, there is one con- 
solation to your child having 
chickenpox. After your child 

* has had it, it's gone for good 
(unless you have another child 
in the house who hasn't been 
through it before). 

If the fever or itching is mak- 
Ang your child really uncom- 
fortable, you can give him 
acetanfinophen (Children's 
Tylenol), says Philip Colaizzo, 
M.D. Your physician can give 
you directions for the correct 
dosage for your child's age and 
weight, and you should always 
censult your physician before 
-giving any medication to a 
ghild under two years of age

never to give a child with 
chickenpox aspirin, because it 
has been' linked with Reye's 
syndrome, a potentially life- 
threatening complication. 

Another way to help lower 
your.child's temperature is to 
bathe his-skin with a cool cloth 
or put him in a cool bath. Be 
sure the water isn't so cold 
that your child shivers, howev- 
er. A baking soda bath is one of 
the best ways to soothe the 
itching. Stir about half a cup of 
baking soda into a shallow 
bath and use a washcloth to 
spread the bath water over all 
affected-areas of skin. 

Check with your physician 
for correct dosages before giv- 
ing your child over-the-counter 
antihistimines to help control 
the itching. Avoid over-the- 
counter topical hydrocortisone; 
these kinds of steroid creams 
and ointments are available in 
pharmacies and are ordinarily 
used to fight inflammation and 
itch. They will inhibit the 
child's own immune system 
from fighting the virus in the 
area where it is applied and 
may even allow the pox virus 
to geherate further. Calamine 
lotion with phenol works well 
as a topical anesthetic and can 
help with the itching. Justedab 
it on párticularly itchy areas, 
don't smear it all over the skin 
and it shouldn't be used more 
than three or four times daily. 

Avoid bundling your child 


up; dress him in light, cotton 
clothing or pajamas. Keep your 
child fresh and clean with a 
daily bath or shower, and clean 
pajamas for the night to reduce 
the risk of sores getting infect- 
ed. Explain to your child that 
he should try not to scratch, 
because it could cause infection 
or scarring. Chances are, your 
child can't completely ignore 
the itch all the time, so supply 
a cool, wet washcloth he can 
use to rub itchy areas gently, 
to keep him from ripping his 
skin open. 

You should contact your doc- 


tor if your child has more than 
a few sores that are excessively 
swollen, red or painful. These 
may be infected and your doc- 
tor may want to prescribe 
antibiotics. 

Cóntact your pediatrician if 
your child has a fever after the 
sores have begun to scab over, 
or has a high fever accompa- 
nied by severe headache, vom- 
iting, disorientation, convul- 
sions, or experiences pain 
when the neck is stretched. 

As always, when in doubt, 
contact your physician and 
remember, children are special

we are in a situation of danger. 
But in a panic attack, these 
symptoms seem to rise from 
out of nowhere, and can even 
happen while you are asleep. 

The attack occurs suddenly, 
without any warning and with- 
out any-way to stop it. The 
level of fear is way out of pro- 
portion to the actual situation, 
and it usually passes in a few 
minutes, but repeated attacks 
can continue to recur for hours. 
It is frightening, because it 
makes you feel totally ‘out of 
control, and crazy." 

People who experience Panic 
Disorder frequently develop 
phobias that can affect them 
adversely. They can range 
from mild social impairments 
to a total inability to face the 
outside world. In fact, the pho- 
bias that people with Panic 
Disorder develop do not come 
from fears of actual objects or 
events, but rather from fear of 
having another attack. 

All ethnic groups are vulner- 
able to panic-disorder, and for 
unknown reasons, women are 
twice ds likely to ret this disor-

Many people show’ a type of 
‘situational avoidance’ associ- 
ated with their panic attacks. 
If they have had an attack 
while driving, for instance, 
they will start trying te avoid 
driving and eventually can 
develop a phobia or fear of dri- 
ving. They are more afraid of 
the actual attack than they are 
of specific objects or events, for 
instance: their 'fear of flying’ is 
not that the plane will crash, 
but that they will have a panic 
attack in a place, like a plane, 
where they can't get to help. 

Treatment for this disorder 
is readily available, with a rec- 
ommended combination of cog- 
nitive and behavioral therapies 
from qualified clinical psychol- 
ogists or psychiatrists. Med- 
ications are appropriate in 
some cases also. The treatment 
doesn't work overnight, but 
requires the person to comply 
with the treatment plan reli- 
giously, and improvement 
should be noticed in 10 to 20 
weeks, 

Keep in mind, though, that 
Panic Disorder, like any emo- 
tional disorder, isn’t something 
you can either diagnose or cure 
by yourself, Seek an experi- 
enced clinician and join a sup- 
port group if there is one avail- 
able. Check with the Internet 
sites also, they have some 
options as well.

This is a very hard thing to 
combat in the classroom, but 
we are. The students in Belle 
Glade receive an education 
that is equal to, if not better 
than, that which students 
everywhere else receive. I 
know several who have moved 
to Wellington only to find that 
they must either move back or 
bus their kids to school here. 

From the' people I have 
talked to, it is the fear of gangs 
or violence that worried them 
about the city where they 
moved. The behavior problems 
the schools are facing are more 
serious than when either May- 
or Weeks or myself, (and I’m 
only 27) were in school. 

Teachers also have few con- 
sequences to hold over stu- 
dents to deter this behavior. 

A lot of times parents will 
say “if you could paddle them 
or if you-could do this they 
would behave better," however, 
our schools out here are both 
safe and providing an excellent 
education for our students.

I love Belle Glade personally 
and do not feel ‘it’s a problem 
that we don't have these 
things. At times it is, but it's 
not a major issue, however I do 
see where it would be difficult 
to recruit, quality firefighters 
and police officers to work and 
live here given these inadequa- 
cies compounded with their 
low pay. Our current firefight- 
ers and police officers are to he 
commended. I do however 
agree, wholeheartedly, with 
Commissioner Mathis that 
they should live within the city 
limits along with the city offi- 
cials.

To keep your air bag or not to keep your air 
bag. That is the question. The National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
recently announced plans to offer some people 
the option to install air bag on/off switches in 
their vehicles. But, experts say that the over- 
whelming majority of Americans and their fami- 
lies are safer with an air bag as long as they fol- 
low a few simple safety steps. A limited number 
of people may not be safer with an air bag, and 
they may want to consider a switch. 

That's the message the Air Bag Safety Cam- 
paign and the American Academy of Pediatrics, 
the American College of Emergency Physicians, 
the American Academy. of Family Physicians, 
the Brain Injury Association and the Emergen- 
cy Nurses Associations delivered immediately 
following NHTSA's announcement. 

A panel of medical specialists also released 
the Fi i 


*I hope the findings provided in this report help 
put in perspective the risks that air bags pose," 
said Dr. Tilman Jolly, Associate Professor of 
Emergency Medicine at the George Washington 
University Medical Center. “Only a very limited 
number of people would actually benefit, medi- 
cally, from deactivating their air bags. Most peo- 
ple are better off with their air bags left on." 

NHTSA's announcement comes after much 
public debate about the safety of air bags and 
the risks they pose to children, in particular. 
"Right now, when people evaluating eric 
choices regarding air bags they neéd the facts," 
said Janet Dewey, Executive Director of the Air. 
Bag Safety Campaign. “And the facts-are - 
almost all of the people who have died from air 
bag-related injuries were either unbuckled or 
improperly buckled.". 

According to NHTSA, 49 chíldren have died as 
a result of serious fatal head or neck injuries 
caused by an air bag. According to crash investi- 
gations, virtually all of these children were 
unrestrained or improperly restrained. Of those 
who were improperly restrained, 12 were 
infants riding in rear-facing child safety seats 
that were improperly placed in front of a pas- 
senger air bag, two 5-year-olds and a 2-year-old 
each weighing under 40 pounds were wearing 
adult lap and shoulder belts, (the correct 
restraint for children this size is a booster seat) 


behind them. » 

The speed at which an air bag deploys creates 
an instant buffer that, with safety belts, pro- 
tects people from serious injuries in a head-on 
collision: During pre-crash braking, unre- 
strained drivers and passengers are thrown 
against the hub of the steering wheel or dash- 
board, where the air bag is housed. Individuals. 
who are not wearing their lap and shoulda 
belts and/or are riding less than 10 inches from 
where the air bag is housed can receive serious 
or fatal injuries from deploying air bags. 

"The risks that air bags pose to children can 

be entirely eliminated when kids ride properly 
restrained in the back seat," said Dr. Marilyn 
Bull, a Fellow of the American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics. "Parents should know that, with or with- 
out an air bag, children are significantly safe ) 
riding in the back seat." 
* Air bags are a.supplemental restraint and, 
when combined with: safety belts, reduce the 
risk of serious head injury by 75 percent, com- 
pared with a 38 percent reduction for belts 
alone. Air bags reduce the risk of fatal injury by 
30 percent in frontal crashes. 

"The steering wheel itself is a primary cause 
of injury to drivers during a crash," said George 
A. Zitnay, Ph.D., President and CEO of the 
Brain Injury Association. "That is why it A) 
important to sit back-as far as possible from the 
steering wheel whether or not the vehicle is 
equipped with air bags.” 

The vast majority of Americans can retain the 
benefits of air bags and virtually.eliminate the 
risks by maintaining a safe distancé between 
the steering wheel and the chest, properly buck- 
ling all occupants with lap and shoulder belts 
and properly restraining all children 12 any) 
under in the back seat. 

NHTSA says, if all children were properly 
restrained all of the time, we would save'an 
additional 630 children's lives and prevent an 
additional 182,000 child injuries each year. Cur- 
rently belt use in the nation stands at 68 per- 
cent. Last year nearly 9,000 adults died because 
they were not wearing their seat belts. :

These 
include: civic service boards, 
county boards, education 
boards (Board of Regents and 
district school boards), 
grievance committees, human 
rélations boards, interlocal

in 1983. This Is a fairly nebu- 
lous goal that provides little 
detail.or criteria as to what we 
mean by a "restored Ever- 
glades." Some-have argued 


that the Everglades of 1800 _ 


should be our goal. Since the 
Everglades are now only half 
their historic size, is our goal 
to create a smaller, but natu- 
rally functioning Everglades 
system? Or, by buying disjoint- 
ed parcels because they were 
once part of the Everglades, 
are we setting a course to sim- 
ply own as much of the origi- 
nal Everglades area as possi- 
ble without having a good idea 
of how, or if, the property will 
be used to promote restoration 
of the ecosystem? If so, will the 
proposed multi-purpose Water 
Preserve Areas meet the same 
fate as the Water Conservation 
Areas: designed with multiple 
purposes in mind - to capture 
and store stormwater as well 
as preserve fish and wildlife - 
only to evolve into single pur- 
pose areas because of their for- 
mer status as Everglades? 
Until we are able to come to 
grips with what we mean by 
Everglades restoration and the 
compromises which must 
accompany restoration, we will 
forever be caught up in con- 
tentious and emotional politi- 
cal debates and legal battles 
over the issues. Perhaps a good 
start would be to revisit the 
lessons learned from Kissim- 
mee River restoration where 
we spent years developing 
demonstration projects and 
mathematical and physical 
models - and completing the 


science - before making prema- 
ture decisions about what a 
restoration plan would entail. 
The state established specific 
ecological and hydrologic crite- 
ria to define Kissimmee 


restoration. The adopted 
restoration plan was designed 
to meet those criteria, but it 
also recognized the limitations 
of full-scale restoration and 
the social disruption that 
would result from any attempt 
to completely restore the river 
to its pre-drainage condition. 
Rather, the plan enacted a 
‘compromise wherein the 
human needs for flood protec- 
tion and navigation would be 
safeguarded and the more 
intensely developed areas 
adjacent to the river would be ^ 
left intact. This would allow 
two-thirds of the river (22 
miles) and 40 square miles of 
the river's floodplain ecosys- 
tem to be restored. 

It will require effective lead- 
ership to still the raging 
rhetoric of the Everglades, to 
allow well founded, scientifi- 
cally-based programs to move 
forward, and to strike a sus- 
tainable balance in fashioning 
policies for the Everglades and 
for south Florida as a whole. 
The last ten years have wit- 
nessed significant rhetoric, 
legal maneuverings and the 
casting of blame by various 
interest groups. Despite 
delays, the cleanup of the 
Everglades has moved forward 
and real progress is being 
made. But Florida cannot 
afford to rewrite its Everglades* 
restoration program every 
three years. 

Instead, during the next ten 
years we must dedicate our- 
selves to the challenging task 
of implementing the Ever- 
glades Forever Act while we 
allow science and sound public 
policy to guide the Everglades 
restoration and water supply 
development programs essen- 
tial for the economic future of 
South Florida.

there for the fish to hide in. 
One of the biggest considera- 
tions in selecting an area to 
fish in is the water color, which 
is directly affected by the wind. 
If you can find an area protect- 
ed from the wind with grass in 
it, then the water will stay 
clean enough to fish. A good 
rule of thumb is if the wind is 
in the northerly direction, then 
go toward the northern part of 
the lake to fish, and inversely, 
if the wind is southerly then go 
south to fish. Of course, you 
must give some thought as to 
what direction the wind has 
(a been blowing the past few day 
also. 
With the higher water levels 
the fish have many places that 
' they can move into which has 
clean water, but is not accessi- 
ble by- boat because of the 
heavy cover and thick bul- 
rushes. You must keep in mind 
“that the fish are starting to 
move to spawning areas and 
that will be a hard bottóm and 


clean water about 4 | feet deep 
on the average. Some smaller 
fish will spawn in shallower . 
water at times. 

If a cold front has just come 
through before your trip to the 
lake, try flipping a Texas 
rigged crawdad with a loz. 
Gambler sinker attached to it. 
This heavy weight will allow 
your bait to penetrate the 
heavy grass and get down to 
the fish underneath. With 
cloudy and windy days before a 
cold front, you will find the fish 
in more open water hitting a 
spinner bait and a 10” plastic 
worm. An 8” or 6” worm will 
work also, but I prefer the larg- 
er worm if fishing for the big 
fish.

Tornado predictions can help save lives

Bob Miller was about to 
e break the rules. Miller, an Air 
Force Captain at Tinker Air 
Force Base in Oklahoma, was 
corivinced that severe thunder- 
storms would develop in the 
vicinity of the base. Miller was 


also sure that one of those) 


thunderstorms would spawn a 
tornado. 

@ It was March 25, the start of 
tornado season in the region 
called Tornado Alley. But the 


year was 1948, a time when `, 


the government decreed that it 
was illegal to predict torna- 
does. Bob Miller was about to 
break the rules. 

Miller phoned another mete- 
orologist, Major Ernest Faw- 

*bush, for advice. Fawbush 
drove to the. weather station 
immediately to go over the lat- 
„est weather maps and hourly 
reports. ^ 

There wasn't much data. 
Miller and Fawbush did have 
access to a radar but there 

w were no weather satellites or 
sophisticated computer pro- 
grams. They hadn't been 
invented yet. 

Yet the two men did have 
experience forecasting the 
weather in Oklahoma and both 
agreed that severe weather 

* was headed their way. In addi- 
tion, Fawbush concluded that a 

‘tornado was likely to form. 

The .two.men wrote the 
severe weather forecast togeth- 
er, advising residents of the Air 
Force base to keep an eye out 


for severe. thunderstorms, ` 


including the possibility of a 
tornado. Then, the nien waited. 
* The tornado that roared 
through Tinker Air Force base 
that night was very strong. It 
used considerable damage) a 
few injuries, but no fatalities. 
Nó one died; because Miller 
id Fawbush had told every: 

one what to éxpect. 
It was the first tornado fore- 
cast in American history and it 
*urned out to be right on the 
mark. Within a few years, the 
U.S. Weather Bureau, a fore- 
runner.of today's National 
Weather Service, was issuing 


the work of Miller -ánd 
Fawbush with a special cele- 
bration at Tinker Air Force 
Base. The event will recognize 
the milestones in tornado fore- 
casting over the past 50 years, 
including the rapid advance- 
ments in severe weather 


watches and warnings that 
have been realized “in recent 
years through the new Doppler 
radar and interactive confputer 
systems.

While predicting a tornado is 
never taken for granted, these 
days forecasters almost always 
know when a twister may 
develop. The art of severe 
weather forecasting is so 
sophisticated that tornadoes 
hardly every surprise us any- 
more. 

Doppler radar can even 
detect a tornado before it actu- 
ally forms, providing up to 20 
minutes of lead warning time 
for residents. Back in Miller 
and Fawbush's days, it was 
illegal to predict tornadoes. 
Now, it would be criminal not 
to forecast these violent 
storms. 

On March 25, 1948, Miller 
and Fawbush. agonized for 
hours over whether to issue the 
tornado prediction. Today, 
thanks to their work, all of us 
are much.safer from tornadoes 
and violent thunderstorms, all 
because Bob Miller decided to 
break the rules.

Management and Specialty Crops Sub- 
committee that has jurisdiction over U.S. 
sugar policy. 

Contreras cited recently released statis- 
tics revealing that American sugar farm- 
ers.are among the world's most efficient, 
ranking “19th lowest. cost among 96 pro- 
ducing countries, most of which are devel- 
oping countriés" with much lower costs for 
labor and environmental protections. 

Contreras noted, however, that the “so- 
called world market" for sugar is “riddled 
witH unfair trading practices,” the result 
of which has been to drive world market 
prices well below the actual cost of produc- 
ing sugar. Contreras cautioned, “As long 
as foreign subsidies drive prices on the 
world market below the cost of production, 
the"United States must maintain some 
border control." i 

Contreras said, “The U.S. sugar indus- 
try does not endorse the notion of free 
trade at any cost. The movement toward 


frèe trade must be made deliberately and 


rationally, to ensure fairness.” To help 
guarantee a fair transition to free trade, 
Contreras made several suggestions: 

* "Other countries must reduce their 
supports to U.S. levels in the next trade 
round before American farmers are asked 
to do anything more. 

The United States should not reduce its 
supports any further uritil other countries 
have, at least, complied with their 
Uruguay Round commitments." Contreras 
noted that foreign agricultural support 
levels far exceed U.S. levels. he also point- 
ed out that the unilateral reforms made 
by U.S.- agriculture in the 1996 Farm Bill 
far exceeded U.S. commitments in the 
Uruguay Round, the last round of multi- 
lateral trade reductions. 

* Contreras says: Because of the high 
government-imposed costs of producing 
sugar in the United Stafes, "The.wide gap 
in labor and environmental standards 
between developed and developing coun- 
tries must be taken into account in the 


next trade round, and addressed in a man- 
ner that ensures global standards rise to 
developed-country levels, rather than fall 
to develóping-country levels." 

* Because of the wide disparities in sup- 
port levels among nations, "the formula- 
driven" approach, which calls for equal 
percentage reductions by all nations, “does 
not work for agriculture," says Contreras. 
"We can turn our unilateral concession to 
our advantage only if we follow a 
request/offer strategy. Essentially, we pro- 
vide foreign countries the incentive to 
reduce their government programs by 
promising to reduce ours further when, 
and only when, they have reduced their 
practices to our levels." 

Contreras also asked that export subsi- 
dies, "the most distorting practice in the 
world agricultural trade," and the monop- ; 
olistic practices of state trading. enterpris- 
es, which were ignored in the last trade 
round, be given top priority in the next 
trade round.

(Clerk of Circuit Court announce 


Dorothy H. Wilken, Clerk of 
the Circuit Court, announced 
recently that she has eliminated 
24 full time positions, reduced 
three full time positions to part 
time, and has cut another part 
time position for a projected sav- 
ings of $4,236,152 over a five year 
period, with $725,092 in savings 
being returned to taxpayers from 
this year's budget alone. 

“With no reduction in any of 
our.services, I have taken steps. 
today to immediately cut. 24 posi- 
tions from our payroll that are 
vacant through attrition and 
reassignment of personnel," 
Wilken said earlier this month. 

"The full benefit of this reduc- 
tion will be felt when $851,866 is 
eliminated from our personnel 
budget request for next year with 
a projected $2,659,194 in addi- 
tional savings to our taxpayers 
over the three following years 
from the elimination of these 
positions.that will reduce our 
total employees from 729 to 705," 
she stated. 

The Clerk's office relies heavily 
on manual operations to perform 
largely clerical tasks, 80 most of 
her budget is tied. up in personnel 
costs. The new/fnanagement sys- 
tem, coupled with cross training,

Over a year ago, Wilken con- 
tracted with Resource 
Management Corporation, Inc. 
(RMC), a local management 
training firm, to develop the 
Clerk of Court Efficiency 
Management System, a manage- 
ment system modeled after mod- 
ern techniques used in private 
‘enterprise to eliminate bottle- 
necks and backlog and to set 
standards for employee perfor- 
mance, 

Because the Clerk's new man- 
agement system provides for con- 
tinual review and improvement, 
the potential long-term savings 
greatly exceeds the $4.2 million 
savings realized during. the 
implementation period.
